RUBBER FROM HOLE PLANTS 


r jT*roees» Eriscovt-retl 3En Siexieo. 


T5io Hvfhotl, 


The United States consul at Matamo- 


ros, Mexico, Mr. P. M. Griffith, vrrites 
to the state liejiartmca! at 'Washington 
that a process for extracting rubber 
from the liiile plant ivas discovered 
about A y<?.ir ago by a Mexican doctor 
residing ia Pu;mi Mojado. This plant, 
which contains about 40 per cent of 
rubber, gnnvs in tbe mountainous dis- 
tricts of Mexico as well as in certain 10- 
calitics of Texas, Wyoming sud Ne- 
braska. It is a species of sagebrush, 
with scall leaves, and grows to a height 
of shout three feet. 


A pnt-?nt on the process has been tuk- 


ca out iu the United States nnd Mexi- 
co, and :i juajiul'aeuiring plant has 
been Idcnitxl "-?. San T.uis I'otosi. The 
prinei{.-al steps in the process of manu- 
facture arc as follows: There are spe- 
cial machines, which feed tbe plant nu- 
ioiiini.'cftUy into tho cutters. After it 
come:-, out of these laaoliincs it is cur- 
ried by a bucket elevator :iud dumped 
into sH'nni jac-Uuted mixing ranks con- 
tainiisjt certain chemicals. Tbe product 
then runs by gravity into hydraulic fil- 
ter r-ressos, after which it, is subjected 
U> a hydrostatic pressure of 75 pounds 
to tlie square inch, it is then-conveyed 
into settling tanks, where tbo gunj. be- 
ing heavier, settles at the bottom, while 
the ebeaiical.-i and residue arc drawn 
off, 


The cost of production is slight. Tho
